Our top quality package, generally reserved for #1 grade roses, consists of an mner wrap of 
603 machine creped Kraft paper coated with one mil of polyethylene, the roots of plant being en- 
cased in our own moisture-retaining mixture. 


Several seasons experience has convinced us that this sheet of waterproofed paper is most satis- 
factory for preserving the moisture content of the package. 


The canes of the plant are lightly coated with a controlled temperature green rose wax to seal 
in all the moisture possible. The plant, after being thus wrapped, is then placed in an attractive col- 
ored lined bag, the neck being securely fastened with a wire tie. Full planting instructions are printed 
on the sides and back and a full color 3” x5” picture of the plant is secured to the face. The best 
waterproof paste obtainable is used on this picture and in actual experiment we have found it still 
firmly attached after several hours complete immersion in water.
